At noon all the Government vessels ‘in 
harboorand H.M.S, “Diana” (Capt. Heathcoat 
Grant) dressed ship, taking their time from the. 
yacht “Cuhona” of Prince Aziz Pasha Hassan, 
who represented the Khedive. 

From 2.80 to 8 p.m. those invited to attend 
the inauguration boarded the “Cuhona,” the 
“Aida,” amd the “Dians.” On board the 
“Cuhona” the Cénsular Corps and’ Heads of 
Departments were received by the Prince ; the 
guests of the Admiral were entertained aboard 
the “Aida,” and on the “Diana” 
Heathcoat Grant received the Indies and th 
friends whom officialdom did not invite. 

Panctually at 8 p.m. the Khedivial Standard 
was broken on board the ‘Cuhona,” and was 
immediately saluted by the guns of the German 
training ship “Freya” and they by H:M.S 
“Diana.” The “Cuhona” then go de wehig 
and, followed by the “Diana,” “Aida” and “Ab- 
bas,” proceeded to the harbour entrance, where 
they all dropped anchor under the breakwater. 
, Owing to the heavy weather the original 
programme of inauguration was not strictly 
adhered to, but, despite the angry seas, Prince 
Aziz, Rear Admiral Sir Massie Blamfield, 
Sheehan Bey, and Mr. Girard (French Consul) 
boarded the pilot tug “Etaif” and, passing out 
and in through the new Great Pass, officially 
inaugurated it.

These will, however, require to be remoy- 
ed, and the commission suggests that syste- 
matic experiments’ should be carried out in 
order to ascertain the best and cheapest nie- 
thod of accomplishing this, and there are seve- 
ral other points in connection with the working 
ete. of the wells which are alzo brought forward 
as being in need of greater attention than is 
at present accorded to them.

accurately measure the turbidity of the water, 
both previous to and after settling, and the 
necessity of absolute cleanliness in dealing 
with the sandon the filters is urged by the 
commission, who also offer many other sug- 
gestions ofa technical nature applicable alike 
to the Ghizeh and Abbassia supplies. In regard 
to the latter it is stated that the present intake 
is in an unsatisfactory position and shonld be 
some distance from the town, while the practice 
of mixing water from this supply with that of 
Rod-el-Farag is condemned. 3 

With regard to the system of distribution 
the commission points out that this is largely

2 forthe anthepjtion fp take the suggested 
im énts and alterations immediately in 
hand, as it is of little value possessing a water 
supply which is chemically pure, if impurities 
are to creep in through a faulty system of 
distribution, and it would seom that there is 
urgent need of alterations in that which at 
present exists, and now that the purity 
of the. water at its source has been assured 
no time should be lostin pertecting the system 
ofsapply. Itis, as pointed out in the report, 
difficult owing to the lack of any drainage 
syatem, to flash out dead-ends where they exist 
in the poorer. quarters and we trust that 
something definite as to the much-talked-of 
drainage scheme may be done immediately. 

The scheme is, we believe, one which will put 
Cairo on a sanitary basis equal to that of any 
modern town, and as this will possibly be a 
work which will ocoupy years in its accomplish- 
ment, it is of the utmost importance that the 
thing should be pushed through with the great- 
est possible dispatch. We had hoped that the 
year 1907 would have witnessed the conclusion 
of the preliminaries, but as this is now impos- 
sible, we can only trast that the authorities 
will make up for lost time in‘the coming year, 
and that the summer may find the work well in 
hand. Many of thosuggestions embodied in’ the 
report of the commission appear to be almost 
un-necessary at first aight, but it is to ‘hese 
amall things that many of our Buropean cities 
owe their sanitary reputation and the commis- 
sion were wise in insisting upon absolute vlean- 
liness in the work, no less than upon the eli- 
mination of chemital impurities from the water 
itaelf.

My object in writing this book is twofold:, 
“In the first place, I wish to place on record 
‘an accurate narrative of some of the principal’ 
éyents which have occurred in Egypt,and in the

Sudan since the year 1476;* 


In the second place~I “ wistto explain the 
results which have accrued to Egypt from the 
British occupation of the country in 1882 
The accidents of my public life have afford- 
éd me special ‘opportunities for compiling 
certain chapters of Egyptian history. From 
March 1877 ‘to June 1880, and again from 
September 1883 up to the present time (1907), 
I ‘have been behind the scenes of Egyptian 
Affairs, Besides those sources. of information 
which are open to all the world, I have had 
access to all the documertts in the archives of 
the Foreign Offices of both London and Cairo, 
andI have been in close communication with, 
1 think, almost every one who has taken a 
leading part in Egyptian affairs during the 
period the history of which I have attempted 
to write. Thus, I think, I may fairly lay claim 
to be in a position of exceptional advantage in 
so far as the attainment of apis | is 
concerned. : 

On March 28, 1876, Mr. Stephen Cave, ‘who 
had been sent to Cairo, to report on the finan- 
cial condition of Egypt, expressed himself in 
thefollowing terms :— 

“Egypt,may be said to be in a transition 
state, and she suffers from the defects uf the sys- 
tem out of which she is passing, as well as from 
those of the system into which she is attemp- 
‘ting toenter, She suffers from the ignorance, 
dishonesty, waste, and extravagance of the East, 
such as have brought her suzerain to the verge 
of ruin, and at the same tinie from the vast 
expense caused by hasty and incunsiderate en- 
deavours to adopt the civilisation of the West.” 

An attempt will be made in the following 
pages to give som@ account of the measures 
adopted since Mr. Cave wrote his report,, to 
arrest, as I hope an@ would fain believe, to re- 
medy the disease, whose main features are des- 
cribed with accuracy in, the Passage quoted 
above. fs 

I trast that such an account will-not be de. 
void of interest to the general reader, and that 
it will be of some special interest to those of my 
fellow-countrymen who are, or who at some’ fu- 
ture time may be engaged in Oriental adminis- 
tration. It is to this latter class that I would 
more espegially address myself, for they can 
appreciate the nature of the problems which 


have presented themselves for solution, and 


the difficulty of solving them, more fully than 
those who are devoid of special administrative 
experience in the East. ; 

The history of reform in Egypt does hot pre: 
sent any striking feature to which some analo- 
gy might not perhaps We found in other coun- 
tries where Zuropean civilixation has, in agreat- 
er or less. degree, been grafted on a backward 
Eastern government and society. 

* But, so far as I am aware, no counterpart 
can be found to the special circumstances which 
have attended the work of Egyptian reform. 
Those circumstances have, in truth, been very’ 
peculiar. 

In the first place, onlin race, the English, ; 
have had to control and-guide « second alien 
race, the Turks, by whom they were dislike, 
in the governmentof a third race,the Egyptians. 
To these latter, both the paramount races are 
to a certain extent unsympathetic. In the case 
of the Turks, the want of sympathy has been 
mitigated by habit, by a common religion, and 
by the use of acowmon lang age In the case 
of the English, it has been mitiguted by the 
respect (ue to superior talents, and by the be- 
nefits which: hav® accrued to the population 
from British interterence.* 

In the second place, it is to be observed that 
for diplomatic and other reasons, on which it is 
unnecessary for the moment to dwell, the 
Egyptian administration had to be reformed 
without any organic changes being effected in 
the conditions under which the government 
had been condacted prior to the British occu 
pation .° 

It is, indeed, Sartaia that. whajover 
success has crowned the efforts of-reformers in 
Egypt has been attained, not in viftue of tl 
system, butin spite of it. Those who hold, with’ 
the English poet, that ‘Whate’er is best admi- 
nistered is best,” may perhaps’ find some co 
roboration for their theory in the recent histo- 
ry of Egypt. An experiment under somewhat 
novel conditions -has, in tact, been’ made in 
Eastern adininistration, and, in spite of many 
shortcomings, this experiment has been crown- 
ed with a certain degree of success. “It is this 
which gives to Egyptian reform its chief claim 
to the interest of the political student.

‘That the pen is mightier than thesword is 
so trite a remark that an apology is due to my 
readers for mentioiing such a subject. Whole 
quarries of slates have been filled with essays 
on this theme in board schools and other places 
where the child of the working man is taught 
‘to be @ nuisance te himself aud a curse to his 
eduntry.

of the most. noted exponents of the art, prefer 
a “safety zoue” between themselves and the 
person attacked, Lastly, toe give two military 
exaipples, no sword .ever forged. succeeded:-in 
one blow, 
whereas this surprising feat has just been ac 
complished by the pen in our own happy 
isles ; and many a General bas got himself into 
fA greater mess with thepen.than he ever did 
with the sword, and I cannot say more than 
that. Having, | hope, strengthéned the read 
ers belief in’ this hoary example of: the 
“crambe repetita,” I will now proceed to give 
a local example of the twith of my first state- 
ment.

quarrelsome,” made another raid and carried 


_ Off more cxttle. The Government, in their turn 


gave the’“‘retort courteous” by issuing amexd- 
ments to their previous circular, and ordered a 
return to be prepared, showing the amount of 
cattle carried off.

The brigand, quite undisturbed by these severe 
measures, of- which indeed ,he was quite un- 
aware, still persisted in stealing cattle.
